SUICIDE OR AC CIDENT. 

Cliai .e« tt, Rherwood'a Body Poand Floot- 
iiiB III tha Lake at Chlriteo. 
( HU AOo, July 5. — Charles D. Sher- 
wood, ex-iieuteuaut governor of Minne- 
sota, has been found dei^d, floating in 
the lake at the foot id Peck Court. It 
was undoubtedly a case of suicide. Mr. 
Sherwood oame to Chicago last March 
to have a su^oal operation performed. 
He was under the care of Dr. Hall of 
Grand Crossing. He left the Victoria 
hotel where he was staying and half an 
hour Uter his body was found in th* 
water. 

Twenty years ago Mr. .Sherwood was 
one of the most prominent politicians in 
J Minnesota. He came west from New 
Milford, Conn., his birthplace, in IS.'ifl, 
aud settled at Knshford, Minn. He was 
a doctor by profes.siou, but he aban- 
doned ;hat calling a few years later and 
took up the practice of law. As a law- 
yer Mr. S.herwood wa-i one of the most 
succe.ssful 111 Mmnusota. Mr. Sherwood 
entertJii dohucs early in life aud his rise 
was almo.-it meteoric. After serving as 
congressman from the Hushford dis- 
trict lie was twice elected heuteuaut 
governor of Minnesota. As presideut 
of the stale senate he was said to be 
the ablest parliamentarian of his time. 

Some lu or 15 years ago Mr. Sher- 
wood we:it to Ijnnessee. where a town 
was uaiued lor him. llis w idow and 
two children live there now. He was 
president of a lime quarry near Sher- 
woo<i, aud owned higt, tnota in that 
vicinity. 

Mr. Sherwood became interested 
witli Creneral Alger of iMicliigau in 
laud speculation several yo.irs ago, and 
toKOther tliey at ime time owned large 
holdings in Tenne.s.seo and Minnesota. 
It is said that Mr. Sherwood acted as 
counsel for General Algtr for nverai 

years. 

(ieorgo Sherwood, the well kI^l^\•ll 
book publibher of this city, who died 
about a yea^ ago, waa a brother of the 

dead man. 

Fov the last six weeks Mr. Sherwood 
had been uoullued to his room most of 
the time. 

Two Illinois Central switchmen first 
saw his body flouting in the lake 
Papers found on the dead man's cloth 
ing served to identify him. A coroner's 
jury gave a verdict of drowning, but 
whether Mr. Sherwood committed sal- 
cide ur was drowned by aooideat the 
jury was unable to say. 

When Mr. Sherwood's room was 
searched au old silver watch was found 
on the bed. The timepiece had been 
given to him by Gtoueral Tom Thumb 
when the latter first oame into pubUo 
uutioe.

Boston, July The Fourth of July 
parade of tiie patriotic .st)cii'tios of 15os- 
ton and vicinity at East Boston, ^ ester- 
day afternoon, ended in a pitched battle 
between some of the paraders aud the 
8peotat(m, in which sticks, stones aud 
revolvers were used with fatal effect. 
John W. Willis, a labuior of Tast Bos- 
ton, one of tlie spec tators, v.-as shot and 
instantly killed; Michael IJoyle n( iOast 
Boston had his head split open with a 
club and now lies dying in a city hos- 
pital. A young man named Steward 
had his nose cut off with a saber in the 
bauds of one of the parader~; I'atrick 
Kelly sustained a severe scalt) wound, 
whether fi'Mii a elub or a bullet is not 
known, and OlUcer A. S. Bates was hit 
in the moutii by a brick thrown by an 
uuknowa person, and lost several teeth, 
besides siUfering ftrom mvere lacera- 
tions. 

It is claimed that the trouble all re- 
sulted from the persistence ul' thus ^ who 
inana>fed tiie parade iu lutrodueiu;.? a 
feature, a float presenting tiie "Lutle 
Red Schoolhouse," which, from its as- 
sociation ns the emblem of tlir; Aiiien- 
can Protective As.soeiatiou, has bueiiiue 
obnoxious to many jjers ins, e-p.n'ially 
those wiio do uot sympatliizo with the 
A. P. A. movement. 

The Fourth of July committet! refused 
to pi riuit tins feature to apiji'.ir iu the 
parade, aud those desiiiiif^ to prevent it 
tried t ) have an order pussi il by die 
board ol aldermen, but faded, ho ^,'ie:it 
was the imerost excited by this contio- 
ver-y and the e.\pressed deceriniuatiou 
111 {'A'- parade'rs to display tlic school- 
house that lully 30,000 visitors gathered 
at east Bost, a. 

The police officials, in anticipation of 
some hostile demonstration, hud u 
special squad of 350 men in addition to 
the Boston force on duty, but they 
marched at the head of the procession, 
several points the feeliug of the

crowd was given vent in hisses at the 
1,500 paraders and the schoolhouse, but 
no furtner demonstration was mode 
until the rear of the parade had reacued 
Putnam street, when the crowd tried to 
overturn the last carriage. 

Word was sent to the front for police 
assistance, aud a sqnad of 20 oUiccrs 
were sent back. A skirmish followed 
between the crowd and the officers, and 
Michael Doyle received a fractured 
skull. A man named Stewart of Brooks 
street had his nose cut off by a saber iu 
the hands of Albert E. Androwsof 
Everett, a private in the Bosebni^ 
horse guards. 

When the parade broke up and those 
who had participated were piocee.ling 
iu compauie.s to the ferry, in oni- r to 
reach tliis city, a group of t etweea 00 
and 70 was surrounded on b(iai\ier 
street by a crowd, wlio eommenci'd 
hootlli;.' ;ind throwing stones. A clo/.ell 
revolvers were drawn, and in lo.'^pou.se 
to the tusiliaile of stones, ei^ht or uiue 
shots were iired. The liring of re- 
volvers lirouv'ht a large body of police 
to the spot and the mob was soon dis- 
persed. A.^ the scone was cleaied, the 
oliieeis louiid ,Iohn Wills dead in the 
street with a bullet hole in his rijtbt 
side, and Patrick A. Kelly lying si-.i- 
ously w(Hin ie 1 about the head. It. w.is 
learned later that .several other i)erhous 
had been sliglitly injured, all of whom 
were taken away by their friends. 

The police arrested Harold Brown and 
Jolm Ross as the princ ipals wiio did the 
shooting. It is claimed by six witue.sses, 
who were taken to the statiouliouse, 
that Brown did the sliooting wiiieii 
killefi Wills aud wounded Kelly. K( s 
is said to have injured several others, 
who were taken away by their friends. 
Wills, tlie murdered man, is a laburei 
by occupation, aud leaves a widow and 
six children. There is deep feeliug over 
the affair tiiroughout the city.

Since the ..ight of that historio con- 
flagruuon Mrs. O'Leory'a life was em- 
bittered by the popular belief that she 
indirectly was responsible for the loss 
of life and enormous destrootion ot 
property. She denied the story vigor- 
ously, and to the commission which in- 
vestigated the fire and its causes, made 
affidavit, stating that the allegations 
abont herself ana the cow and the lamp 
were uot true, but the world was 

graiusther. Then she became silent, 
ntreatios and flattering monetary 
offers were alike unavailing. She 
would say neither yea nor nay to her 
friends, and a request to tell the story 
lor publication usually aroused her to y 
pitch of fnn^sy.

Nf;w V<)i;;c, .Tuhr 5. — The tlireo al- 
leged postii;tiee thie-,e-. .io-eph Killo- 
ruu, Charle.s Allen and Harry HusseU, 
Who are wanted at Springfield, Ills., es- 
caped fftia Ludlow street jail yester' 
day. The prisoners were about to take 
their daily exercise in the yard of the 
jail. Keepers Edward Schueer and 
Charles Scuoen were in the office of the 
jail, the former sittiug with his back to 
the door and Sohoen was walking abont 
the room. 

The three men entered the office at 
the same time. Russell leveled a re 
volver at the head of Schoen aud two 
others covered Schneer with their 
weapons. They threatened to kill the 
keepers if outcry was made. 

Allen took the keys from Schnee 
while the other two still held their r<' 
volvers at the head of Schoen. With 
the keys he opened the door leadiiijr to 
the vestibule. The three men passed 
out closing the door and looking it, thus 
making the keepers privmers within 
These keys tliey then threw into the 
vestibule. Alien opened the front <lo()r 
with a lar;,'e brass key aud the three 
were in the straet. 

On leaving the jail Killoran, Allen 
and Russell stoml on the steps a lew 
feet from the door, and, looking uj) and 
down the street, they hesitated a ii w 
moments, when they tiu toward Bni nu 
and Lake streets, shouting loudly 
"Police! police!" "Stop thief!" anil 
similar ones, creating the impression 
that they wero lu pursuit oi a flying 
thief or thieves. 

At Broome street the men separated, 
Allen running into Orchard sir.;et, 
Russell Kuiii^' down Broome to Es.sox 
street and Killoran runuing tow.ird 
Orchard street to Graud street and 
them e in th" (iireetion of the Bowery. 

.lohn App-l, a butcher, gave chase to 
Allen aud kept him iu .sight until li" 
rcaelied Houston street aud First ave- 
nue. There Allen turned around and 
shoufed: "If you follow me any fur- 
ther I'll fill you with lead," making a mo- 
tion toward his hip pocket as he utieied 
the threat. Appel then took to his 
heels, but, looking over his shoulder, 
saw Alleu cros.sing First street in a 
diagonal direction toward tlie B.)wery

Port Limon, July 5.— A German 
schooner, which has been lying here 
for some days, and which is reported to 
be the property of Cubans, left here 
yesterday morning, carrying I, -,'00 
Remington rifles, bOO Colt's revolvers 
and about 500,000 cartridges. She has 
a crew of 27 men, all Cubans, with the 
exception of three Americans and two 
Costa Ricans. The schooner was 
armed with five rapid-firing modern 
cannon. 

The ship was liere for several days 
and it was openly known liere that her 
destination was Cuba, but ikj attempt 
wa.s made to delay her. The vessel and 
crew wen' jdiutotrraphed with the flag 
of Cuba Libre, showing she is in charge 

of a friend uf Maceo. 

Auother vessel is fitting out on the 
same mission and it is reported will sail 
in a few days. 

SPANISH TROOPS~DEFEATED.

New Orleans, July 5.— The Pica- 
yune's Key West special says: ' A 
proiament Cuban uf this city received a 
letter last night from his brother, who 
is in Cuba, which states that on the 
1st inst. General Moceo defeated the 
Spanish troops under Generals San 
Solcedo and Sandoval near Guautana- 
mo. The insurgents' loss was 72 killed 
and wounded; the Spanish loss is much 
greater. The Spanish troops retreated 
in good shape. Maoeo's men ware 
worn out from exoeesive marching prior 
to the eiuagement. 

The federal authorities here are on the 
alert to prevent fllibnsteriug expeditions 
leaving this port.

Too New Discoveries That May Work 
Wonders— The Latest Thuff 

inOM. 

{Mew York World.] 

Following close in the track of argon, 
an(jther new gas, hitherto unknown and 
unsuspected, has been found, and scien- 
tiste are anxiously waiting for reporte 
from the laboratories where it is now 
being experimented with. There is no 
knowing as yet what the new gu is 
capable of. 

Argon, which from the earliest times 
men had been breathing into their longs 
without knowing it, has been shown to 
be the cause of the aurora borealis. 
Helium, the newest of the gases, it is 
now suspected, ma>^ be the cause of 
other mysteries which for ages have 
puzzled the scientific world. It is en- 
tirely difiereut from argon, although 
both were discovered almost simultan- 
eously. 

Argon is found in the atmosphere, and 
when condensed under enormous pres- 
sure it looks like cheese. Helium is 
found in certein mlBerals and when ex- 
tracted it bears a resemblance to butter. 
The experimentothat have thus far been 
made with helium show that it bears a 
curious and strange relationship to ar- 
gon, and the two when combined may 
produce results of a startling character. 

Their nature is radically different. 
Helium is lighter that nitrogen. Is it 
possible, ask many seienti.>!ts, thai here- 
m may be found the s^duliDii oi the 
balloon problem'.' Helium, it is sug- 
gested, when carried in siimll ijuautittes 
in the pocket uiav lilt men irmu the 
eartli, when all that i;^ net'ded is ma- 
chinery to make theiu lly ' Helium, it 
is thought, will make an explosive so 
terrible that the only objection to it 'n it 
will do too iiuu-h dainaiie. Tliis is when 
it is conibined with other elements, but 
when hantUe<l pure it is harmless. 

Yet thi.i strange nas taken from the 
eailli and whose presence was hitherto 
un.-iuspected and undreaiueil of, and 
which has only been discovered by un 
accident, may, it is now pointed out, 
revolutionize chemistry even more than 
argon. Its potentialities niav spread 
through the entire domain of physics. 

Unlike argon, helium, so far as is 
known, is not an illuininant. It does 
not give forth the wierd light obteined 
from argon by Prof. Berthelot, and 
which he has identified with the au- 
rora borealis. But- belijam is less easily 
controllable that argon. The latter, it is 
suggested, may be the essential priu- 
ciple of light, while helium gives sug- 
gestions ofbeingthe essential principle 
of force. Lodged in cerUiu minerals, it 
is su|)posed4Q be prepent in the earth in 
stupendous qnaBtttfM, Sll ia Mfon in the 
air, and the one u the complement of 
the othei?.

Keports from all sections of the State 
indicate that the condition of corn is the 
most promising for several yearp, an< 
the present prospect is for a Very large 
yield. Tbe weatber conditioiisi of tbe 
;)ast inontb bave been peculiarly favor 
able to its ^'rowtb and recovery from tbe 
drawbacks towliicli it was sulijected from 
frost and worms earlier in tbe season 
Tbe crop is untisnally free of weeds am 
trasses, tbe weatl^^'r conditions bavinij 
been siicb as to permit of its easy cnlti 
vation. It is still sligbtly behind ite 
ayera;.'c ( -jnditioii at tbis peason, 'bnt 
witli a continuance of favorable weatber 
for tlie next ten day.s, it will bave at 
tained its nsual stage of prowtb. 

Early i>lanted tobacco ia generally dO' 
ing well, but tbat portion of tbe crop re- 
cently transplanted i8 sufTering for rain 
n many localities, especially that upon 
high ground. The majority of corre 
spondents report the outlook from fair to 
good, and the general condition of the 
crop appears to be iietter in tbe central 
districts than i^n other parts of the State. 
Complaints are most numerous from 
correspondents in the extreme northern 
counties 

Though pastures and meadows were 
improve<l by tbe recent rains, their pres 
ent condition is still much below the 
average. Correspondents reporting rela- 
tive to the prospective yield of bay, are 
almost unanimous in the opinion that it 
will be very short. Some has already 
been cut and In many instances only 
half a crop was har\'ested. Glover has 
been cut and the yield reported to be 
fair. Pasture grasses are very short, 
especially in the hilly districts. 

Garden crops are still late, but are 
slowly recovering their normal condition. 
Vegetables of all kinds will lie plentiful, 
especially potatoes, wbicb are generally 
reported to be in excellent condition. 
Early green coi n will lie liarvested during 
the coming week. Sweet jiotatoes are 
reported to be poor, as a rule. Konie 
planting of late Irish potatoea.waa done 

during tbe week. 

Small fruits are yielding fairly well, 
and apples promise a good crop in most 
localities. I'eaclies are not verjT promis- 
ing in most sections.
